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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant first argues that the outer layer (20, 30, 
04 40) of the Tomonto stent does not surround and encase the inner member (80). The Remarks filed 01/26/2010 state that to surround or 
encase the outer layer must completely encircle on all sides. However, it is the Examiner's position that to surround or encase may not limit 
to a complete enclosure. Surround is also defined as to enclose and to enclose is defined as to hold in (Merriam-Webster). Tomonto 
teaches the inner layer is sandwhiched between two layers of the outer layer so that the outer layers hold in the inner layer (column 4, lines 
52-55). Applicant next argues that the inner layer, superelastic Nitinol, is not more elastic than the outer layer, stainless steel. However, 
Mansmann et al. (US 2009/0132047 A1) provides support that nitinol alloys are more flexible and elastic than stainless steel (see 
paragraph [0026]). 
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
